ARCATA — The tortu- 
ous history of The Village 
housing project has seen 
tied votes repeatedly effec- 
tively sink it at both Plan- 
ning Commission and City 
Council meetings over the 
past year.

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AMS picks SeaQuake beer for 2019 OysterFest

ARCATA — When _bivalve-en- 
thirstened attendees at the 29th An- 
nual Arcata Bay Oyster Festival sidle 
up to the beer taps on Saturday, June 
15, they'll have three choices, all of one 
brand: SeaQuake Space Sailor IPA, 
Fogline Pale Ale, or Blonde Ale. Sea- 
Quake, a Crescent City brewery (and 
pub) has exclusive beer-pouring privi- 
leges at this year’s OysterFest, and that 
choice by Arcata Main Street (AMS) 
has again rankled an area brewer. 

Six Rivers Brewery co-owner Mer- 
edith Maier said her “triggered re- 
sponse” was “Bullshit,” to what she 
said was “AMS implications that we 
didn’t support the Arcata community.” 

To AMS President Vicky Joyce, it was 
a tough choice, one made over a period 
of weeks, weighing a number of factors 
but coming down to what is best for 
AMS and the downtown community. 

“We offered a 50 percent discount 
on 30 kegs and evidently it wasn’t 
enough of a donation for an event 
that in previous years, per event has 
poured over 17,000 pints amassing 
close to $100,000 in revenue,” Mai- 
er said in a Facebook post. “We need 
all the support we can get. We want 
to see this county thrive. Our work 
and time and products are valuable 
and when they are used as a pawn in 
a scheme to play people and business- 
es against each other we can’t sit idle. 
Arcata Main Street isn’t helping the 
community, they actually appear to 
be seeking to divide us.” 

Her post brought a cascade of 
condemnation against AMS’s choice, 
casting it as, among other things, an- 
ti-women-owned businesses, “a big F 
U to local businesses” and a reason to 
boycott the OysterFest. 

AMS, though, says it came down 
to fulfilling its core mission — serving 
the downtown Arcata business com- 


munity, and the community at large. 
“We asked for proposals from all local 
breweries,” Joyce said. “All were in- 
credibly generous. SeaQuake showed 
the most support for the downtown 
programming we're trying to create. 
Less money [spent] for beer means 
more money for downtown activities, 
which is what we’re tasked to do.”

AMS is chartered to serve a specif- 
ic set of city blocks downtown, not the 
entire city or outlying areas. That area 
is the central Arcata business district, 
from Sixth to 12th streets between F 
and I streets, which includes no brewers 
from which to purchase beer directly. 

AMS Executive Director Jeanette 
Todd declined to specify SeaQuake’s 
exact offer, but said is was “double 
the donation” and contingent on ex- 
clusivity. “Basically they offered two 
times that much,” Todd said. “The 
more we fundraise, the less we have 
to ask from our members.” 

“In no way are we trying to alienate 
or put a brewery in a negative light,” 
Joyce said. She said that there will be 
other events throughout the year in 
which AMS will seek the participation 
of area breweries. 

AMS, which has programmed an 
unprecedented slate of new events 
and activities for the Plaza and envi- 
rons, was recently granted an addi- 
tional $33,000 by the City Council 
to fund downtown events, on top of 
its usual $15,000 annual stipend. It’s 
also rolling out a new, multi-tiered 
membership program after years of 
not charging any dues. 

Maier sees it differently. “It doesn’t 


serve the community at large,” she 
said. “We’ve supported AMS for 15 
years, through event donations, do- 
nations to vendors etc. We would 
have supported them through out all 
of their events in the same we always 
have and do for Eureka Main Street 
and chambers, groups tasked with 
similar missions. These relationships 
have to be symbiotic.” 

Todd said the criticism is uncalled 
for. “It’s not normal to condemn a 
nonprofit for accepting a donation 
that suits their needs,” she said. “The 
whole idea behind asking for dona- 
tions is for people to give because 
they believe in the work you do, or 
what service you provide.” 

The bad blood between the two 
goes back to last year’s OysterFest, 
when AMS was reviled for choosing, 
along with Arcata-based Redwood 
Curtain Brewing Company and Sea- 
Quake Brewing, Petaluma-based La- 
gunitas Brewing Company, owned 
by beer behemoth Heinekin Interna- 
tional, to pour there. 

Maier said she'll be pro-active in her 
response. “Six Rivers Brewery will seek 
out those non profits that benefit from 
Oysterfest funds and make donations 
to those groups directly,” she said. “We 
are here to support you and we appreci- 
ate the return of that support. Cheers!” 

Matthew Wakefield, owner of Sea- 
Quake, described the varieties that 
will be available at the OysterFest. 
Space Sailor is “a great single hop” 
with Mosaic hops, 6.8 percent alco- 
hol. Fog Line Pale Ale is a “hazy”-style 
pale ale with zero IBUs, and is thus 
hoppy with no bitterness, and 6 per- 
cent alcohol. The Blonde Ale is “light 
and flavorful,” and at 4.8 percent al- 
cohol, “a great daytime beer.” 

“Arcata Main Street is doing a great 
job,” Wakefield said. “This is our way 
of supporting them with a large dona- 
tion to make the event successful.”

Village | New project approved in concept 
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continually revised over the past year in 
response to suggestions and demands by 
community members and the council. It 
started as an 800-bed, student-only fa- 
cility with a very different footprint, but 
has been downsized, moved farther away 
from the existing Westwood Village neigh- 
borhood and now includes open-market 
housing, and has no direct involvement by 
Humboldt State University. 

The Village hearing began with a lengthy 
mea culpa by City Councilmember Su- 
san Ornelas. Formerly an opponent of 
the project, Ornelas’s opposition softened 
somewhat at the previous council meeting, 
during which she said she could foresee ap- 
proving a mixed-housing development with 
a cap of 602 occupants, but with 5 percent 
“flexibility” to allow up to 632 residents. 

She expressed profound regret over her 
previous remarks about the 5 percent mar- 
gin of flexibility to which she’d committed, 
saying that she now wished to stick to the 
602-occupant limit. 

Councilmembers Sofia Pereira and 
Paul Pitino support the 2019 version, even 
though they preferred the previous, 602- 
bed, student-only version that the council 
effectively denied with a tied vote last year. 

Mayor Brett Watson, insisting on a 
602-occupant limit, has repeatedly op- 
posed the project, citing objections by 
neighbors and possible negative impacts 
on adjacent neighborhoods. 


Councilmember Michael Winkler 
doesn’t participate in votes on The Village 
due to a private business relationship with 
AMCAL. 

Attorney Tim Needham, representing 
Strombeck properties, delivered a letter 
objecting to a number of aspects of the 
city’s consideration of The Village as being 
unfair. One of them was a Land Use Code 
requirement that the project’s EIR be pre- 
pared by an independent CEQA expert, 
rather than one selected by the applicant. 

Community Development Director Da- 
vid Loya said he would see that the EIR 
process would be handled in house or by 
independent consultants as the newly re- 
vised project goes forward. 

Public testimony included Village back- 
ers and detractors. Several citizens said 
the project is needed to help relieve the 
housing shortage and to support Hum- 
boldt State Univerity. 

Others spoke in opposition, including 
boardmembers of Arcata Citizens for Re- 
sponsible Housing (ACRH), which repre- 
sent both citizens and real estate develop- 
ers whom it refuses to disclose. The ACRH 
representatives again tried to steer the 
council toward a competing development 
for the Craftsman’s Mall site that it has 
lined up unidentified builders to create. 

But the council resisted the objections 
and gave unanimous approval-in-concept 
to the mixed-use, 602-occupant Village 
project. 


Field | Controversial but common herbicid 
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Contacted on March 21, Sun Valley 
President and CEO Lane DeVries said the 
field “has not been treated with an orange 
substance of any kind.” Said DeVries, “ 
This is a field that was ridged up last fall 
then seeded with grass to minimize ero- 
sion. The grass is now disintegrating after 
a weed killer was put on, a few weeks ago. 
Providing the weather cooperates we will 
commence planting Iris in several weeks. 
I hope this clarifies the situation.” 

It did, except that he declined requests 
to identify any substances applied to the 
field, saying only, “We would love to ex- 
plain and communicate with neighbors 
if any concerns arise, please forward my 
email or that of Tim Crockenberg, our 
Production manager to those that express 
concern or have questions.” 

However, a Public Records Act filed 
with the Humboldt County Agricultural 
Commissioner eventually yielded the in- 
formation. 

According to official records, four acres 
at the site, named “Avila Field,” was treat- 
ed on Feb. 22 by ground application of 
eight quarts of Ranger Pro Herbicide and 
PHT AD-Max 90, an adjuvant. A second 
eight-quart application of Ranger Pro was 
made on March 16. 

Ranger Pro is a generic form of glypho- 
sate, commonly known as Roundup. Its 
chemical name is (Carboxymethylamino) 
methylphosphonic Acid, molecular formu- 
la C3H8NO5P. Herbicide adjuvants are 
substances added to improve herbicidal 
activity or application characteristics. 

An extremely common herbicide first 
used in 1974, glyphosate, a non-selec- 
tive herbicide prevents plants from mak- 
ing certain proteins that are needed for 
growth. Glyphosate stops a specific en- 
zyme pathway necessary for plants and 
some microorganisms. 

The household version is commonly 
used to kill weeds sprouting up in cracks 
in concrete, for example. On an industrial 
level, it is used to control broadleaf weeds 
and grasses on cultivated fields such as 
Sun Valley’s iris field. It is also used with 
some glyphosate-resistant (transgenic) 
and GMO (genetically modified organ- 
isms) crops, including canola, corn, cot- 
ton, soybeans, sugar beets and wheat. 

Glyphosate is also controversial. On 
March 28, following a landmark court de- 
cision, California’s Office of Environmen- 
tal Health Hazard Assessment (OEHHA) 
announced the addition glyphosate to the 
list of chemicals known to the state to cause 
cancer for purposes of Proposition 65. 

A number of countries have banned gly- 
phosate outright. Thousands of court cas- 
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es are in progress, though some have been 
concluded. On March 27, a federal jury or- 
dered Monsanto, its original manufactur- 
er, to pay longtime Roundup user Edwin 
Hardeman, 70 and a victim of non-Hod- 
gkin’s lymphoma, $80 million in damages. 

The product’s defenders say the verdict 
is based on “junk science,” that it is safe 
when used as directed and that bans on its 
use will result in higher food prices and use 
of more toxic substances to accomplish the 
same results. 

The Environmental Protection Agency 
issued a draft risk assessment for glypho- 
sate in December, 2017, concluding that 
it is “not likely to be carcinogenic to hu- 
mans. The agency’s assessment found no 
other meaningful risks to human health 
when the product is used according to the 
pesticide label.” 

The United Nations has issued somewhat 
contradictory evaluations of glyphosate. 

For perspective, local hardware stores 
carry products like Roundup for consumer 
use in abundant quantities, their shelves 
typically stocked with just as much or 
more than the six gallons of glyphosate 
and adjuvant used by Sun Valley. 

DeVries confirmed that “we adhere and 
comply with state and federal laws” re- 
garding the substance’s use. 

County records indicate that notification 
of area schools is required. The field which 
was treated is not far from the Bloomfield 
School campus, home of Coastal Grove 
Charter School and Fuente Nueva Charter 
School. A Friday after noon call to the Ar- 
cata School District to confirm the notifica- 
tion was not immediately returned. 

Stated DeVries: “We did notify the 
school before applying this material. Fur- 
thermore, a Humboldt County Agricultur- 
al Department inspector, accompanied by 
a visiting inspector from DPR [Depart- 
ment of Pesticide Regulation] were pres- 
ent at the onset of the application.” 
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place to visit and the dedicated birders 
that “pound the patches” to dig them out 
for others to enjoy. Sometimes, the birds 
attract people from out of the county or 
even out of state to come spend their eco- 
tourism dollars here. 

Teale describes the circumstances under 
which he found, identified, and reported 
the Wood Sandpiper thusly: “I stopped by 
the Russ Ranch Wetlands [formerly known 
as Centerville Wetlands] last September to 
look for Pectoral Sandpipers on the way 
back from a camping trip to the Redwood 
National Park area. Little did I know a 
Wood Sandpiper, which is rarely seen in 
the Americas, was waiting for me. In fact, 
I didn’t even know what a Wood Sandpiper 
was when I set out! But I noticed the subtly 
unusual bird with its bobbing tail, its strik- 
ing white eyebrow (known as the supercili- 
um), and its speckled back. Thankfully, the 
bird was calm enough to allow me to take 
a bunch of photos, staying put even when 
the rest of the sandpipers were flushed by 
a Peregrine Falcon. After much consulta- 
tion on site with my handy copy of Sibley’s 
Guide to Western Birds, then more review 
back home, I was able to confirm that the 
bird was, in fact, a Wood Sandpiper.” 

“I reported the bird through eBird [a 
self-reporting online data collection pro- 
gram of the Cornell Lab of Ornithology] as 
soon as I was able. I knew it was rare, as 
Sibley doesn’t even include a map for the 
species in his field guide. But I didn’t re- 
alize how rare it was until I got a message 
from [Humboldt County eBird reviewer] 
Rob Fowler the next day. Wood Sandpip- 
ers had only been reported in California 
two times previously!” 

“Unfortunately, I wasn’t able to return 
to see it again, since I live in the Bay Area. 
But I was able to watch reports from the 
dozens of other folks that made it out to see 
the bird before it left, many traveling great 
distances to witness it. Some of my favorite 
comments include “Continuing rarity seen 
with many fellow birders. Lifer for all!” and 
“WOOD FREAKIN’ SANDPIPER.” Though 
I didn’t even know it existed before I found 
one, the Wood Sandpiper will always have 
a special place in my heart.” 

The Wood Sandpiper stuck around for 
nine days, long enough that 67 observers 
filed eBird reports that included it. [Addi- 
tional people who don’t eBird viewed the 
Wood Sandpiper as well.] Besides being a 
first Humboldt record and third State re- 
cord, it represented a Life[time] Bird for 
many local birders. 

The 2018 Runner-ups 

On October 5, Mario Balitbit and Liz- 
zie Feucht were birding those same Russ 
Ranch Wetlands outside Ferndale — where 
over 200 species have been reported on 
eBird — when they spotted a sandpiper that 
at first glance appeared to be a larger West- 
ern Sandpiper. Mario, a third-year wildlife 
student at Humboldt State, describes the 
process by which he and Lizzie finally de- 
termined that the bird was, in fact, a White- 
rumped Sandpiper. A first confirmed re- 
cord for Humboldt, the species breeds in 
extreme northern Canada. This sighting 
garners second place for Bird of the Year. 
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But the wings weren’t right to be a West- 
ern, so the two next considered whether 
the shorebird could be a Pectoral Sandpip- 
er. “The breast resembled a Pectoral, but 
with less uniform markings than expected. 
Posture and lack of tawny plumage to the 
overall bird did not suggest Pectoral.” 

Mario and Lizzie then narrowed the 
choices down to Baird’s Sandpiper or 
White-rumped Sandpiper. They didn’t 
see any distinct brown scaling to the up- 
per wing and back under limited light. The 
bill was clearly longer and slightly more 
curved than a typical Baird’s. Photos also 
revealed red coloration at the base of the 
lower bill, which would not be seen in a 
Baird’s. The shorebird also appeared high- 
er off the ground than the nearby Baird’s 
but closer to the ground than a Pectoral. 

“It was a fairly active falcon day, which 
pushed many of the shorebirds to move 
around, allowing clear views of the white 
rump (hint, hint). It was noticeably larger 
when flying with Least Sandpipers: simi- 
lar in size and build to a Dunlin. Dunlin 
in flight look similar to a White-rumped 
Sandpiper due to their white outer tail 
feathers and flanks. This turned us in a 
loop when they would intermingle in flying 
flocks. After coming to this conclusion and 
bantering back and forth among different 
species, I just fell back onto the wetland 
with satisfaction and disbelief! The bird 
was a first County record for Humboldt 
and a Life Bird for both Lizzie and myself! 
Russ Ranch Wetlands are the bomb!” 

The White-rumped Sandpiper was 
seen for the next week, garnering 27 eBird 
checklists. 
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McCown’s Longspur comes in third 
for 2018. This discovery again involved 
Mario Balitbit, who tells the tale in this 
fashion: “On October 16, my day started 
out chasing a Chestnut-collared Long- 
spur within a fairly large flock of Lapland 
Longspurs on the V Street loop in the Ar- 
cata Bottoms. After finding the longspurs, 
I quickly returned to my classes at HSU. 
Later that day, I went back to do anoth- 
er loop around V Street. I relocated the 
Longspur flock and took some photos of 
a what I believed to be the same Chest- 
nut-collared Longspur.”

“After I started sifting through my pho- 
tos, I came to the realization that I actually 
had photographed a McCown’s Longspur!” 
Markings on the head resembled that of a 
juvenile House Sparrow: light pink bill, 
broad supercilium, no streaking, plus very 
faint, dull red on the wing, which were not 
seen well (if at all) in the field but showed 
up well in the photos. The most obvious 
indicator was a flight shot of black “T” trim 
on a primarily white tail. 

Many people were able to observe the 
bird over the next few days, making it the 
first chase-able Humboldt record. 

In fourth place is Gyrfalcon. It was 
glimpsed in the Arcata Bottom in the wan- 
ing light of New Year’s Eve by Todd East- 
erla, a birder well known for his ability to

being last report- 
ed on March 31. 

And the fifth 
place bird is Yellow-green Vireo, found 
by birding guide and eBird reviewer Rob 
Fowler. Here is how Rob describes his 
experience: “On October 4, I was on my 
usual dog walk around the Arcata Marsh 
Log Pond — which I was doing two to three 
times a week in 2018 — starting around 
8:45 a.m.” 

“As I walked up the path to the Inter- 
pretive Center, the second bird I saw in a 
big wax myrtle just north of the start of the 
path from the parking lot. I put my binoc- 
ulars on it and was floored when I realized 
it was a long-billed vireo with bright yellow 
sides, green wings and back, and a light gray 
crown. It only took me a second to realize 
that it was a YELLOW-GREEN VIREO, the 
first one ever reported at the Arcata Marsh!” 

“I quickly notified birders via Facebook 
Messenger and the Birdbox. I stayed with 
the bird for a couple of hours. I think more 
than 20 people saw the bird during the 
morning and a few more in the afternoon 
before losing track of it. Intensive search- 
ing the next day didn’t turn it up. The vireo 
was Humboldt County’s fifth record (may- 
be the first photo-documented one?) and 
the Arcata Marsh’s 335th bird species.” 

[Note from selection committee mem- 
ber Tom Leskiw: The top two Humboldt 
birds in 2018 were shorebirds. Non-bird- 
ers may wonder why birders would go to 
such great lengths to discover or see these 
birds, which in nonbreeding plumage may 
be drab and only subtly different. In his 
book, Living on the Wind, wildlife biolo- 
gist/writer Scott Weidensaul captures well 
the excitement that birders feel when en- 
countering these long-distance migrants: 
“Of course migration fascinates birders 
and ornithologists, but why would others 
be interested? Bird migration is the one 
truly unifying natural phenomenon in the 
world, stitching the continents together in 
a way that even the great weather systems, 
which roar out from the poles but fizzle at 
the equator, fail to do. It is an enormously 
complex subject, perhaps the most com- 
pelling drama in all of natural history.”]

We were surprised and dis- 
mayed at last week’s layoffs at 
KHSU radio station. Because stu- 
dents, alumni and community 
partners have asked, we would 
like to make it clear that our de- 
partment was not involved in the 
university's decision to fire the 
employees. 

We are deeply concerned about 
the fate of KHSU, a National Pub- 
lic Radio affiliated station with a 
long history on our campus and 
in our community. We are also 
deeply concerned about the fate of 
Radio Bilingiie, now also silenced, 
which broadcasts the only local- 
ly-produced Spanish-language ra- 
dio news programs in Humboldt 
County. The dismantling of KHSU 
abruptly ended a for-credit college 
course for senior journalism stu- 
dents at the station. 

Still going strong is HSU’s 
KRFH student-run radio station, 
which broadcasts on a low-pow- 
ered frequency at 105.1 FM and 
online at KRFH.net. KRFH offers 
student-crafted news weekdays at 
noon, 2, 4 and 6 p.m. during the 
semester. However, this is not the 
same type of programming as the 
content produced by profession- 
als and community volunteers at 
KHSU. 

It is important to distinguish 
between the KHSU community 
radio station located at the HSU 
campus Feuerwerker House and 
our student-run radio station 
KRFH in Gist Hall. KHSU began 
as student media 58 years ago, but 
over the decades, it matured into a 


operated by staff and community 
volunteers. 

KRFH radio station is com- 
pletely managed and operated by 
HSU students. The Journalism 
Department oversees the student 
radio station in addition to a num- 
ber of other student media organi- 
zations: The Lumberjack weekly 
newspaper, El Lenador monthly 
bilingual newspaper and Osprey 
magazine. While journalism fac- 
ulty members advise these student 
media organizations, students 
control the content. 

KHSU has served an important 
role on campus and throughout 
the county and has complemented 
our student-run media. Our jour- 
nalism students benefited from 
the opportunity to move from 
their training ground in the KRFH 
radio booth to work at KHSU un- 
der the experienced guidance and 
mentorship of the paid staff and 
community volunteers. Several 
journalism alumni work at radio 
stations across the country be- 
cause of the combined experience 
they acquired at both KRFH and 
KHSU radio stations. 

Having two stations on one 
campus, a professional communi- 
ty station and a student-run sta- 
tion, has distinguished Humboldt 
State from other campuses in the 
Cal State system and around the 
country. 

We hope this clears up any 
confusion over the connection be- 
tween KHSU and our student ra- 
dio station KRFH. 

We are strong supporters of lo- 
cal media, and it is our hope that 
out of the current turmoil, a strong 
community-run station will rise.

EUREKA -— Former KHSU vol- 
unteers, many still in mourning 
following the sudden dismantling 
of their beloved radio station, are 
now looking at alternative forms 
of community radio. 

Five former KHSU volunteers 
attended the April 18 meeting of 
the KEET-TV Board of Directors 
and asked the PBS station to 
consider creating a community 
radio station. 

KEET Executive Director Da- 
vid Gordon told the former vol- 
unteers that he wanted them to 
have an opportunity to talk to the 
board. As the future of local ra- 
dio, Gordon said it was unknown. 

“We don’t have any answers. 
Nobody does at this point,” Gor- 
don said. 

Emotions at the meeting were 
still raw, with KHSU having 
been gutted just a week before. 

“My commentary is not about 
anger, though I’m very angry,” 
said Halimah Collingwood, who 
was a 30-year volunteer with 
KHSU, 27 of those putting on

her music program Ethic Excur- 
sions. “I’m not here to talk about 
the devastation that the staff and 
the volunteers feel, but I’m very, 
very sad. I’m very upset with the 
way they we've been treated... 
the way they disrespected us.” 

“Suddenly, it’s gone,” Colling- 
wood said about KHSU. 

Almost all of the station’s staff 
were abruptly laid off on April 11 
and all of the volunteers were dis- 
missed. The station now carries a 
feed from North State Radio out 
of Chico. Among the reasons giv- 
en for the closure by HSU admin- 
istrators was cost savings. 

“This is the time for our com- 
munity to get together,” said 
Collingwood, who 
that KEET consider expanding 


Former KHSU volunteer Kath- 
leen Marshall echoed Colling- 
wood’s concerns. “Obviously, I 
feel gutted,” Marshall said. 

She also encouraged KEET to 
expand into radio. 

“It’s a complicated process,” 
Marshall said. “It’s going to take 
a lot of money, a long time and a 


major commitment.” 

Former KHSU DJ and volun- 
teer Brian Curtis also supported 
the idea. “People are very eager to 
seek alternative homes and paths 
forward for the KHSU family and 
for continuing to have quality 
public radio on the North Coast.” 

KEET Board President Paul 
McNally said the board would 
take the comments under con- 
sideration. “We too have been 
surprised, and maybe a better 
word is really shocked, at what 
has happened,” McNally said. 

As the KEET directors were 
wrapping up their meeting April 
18, a special program about 
the demise of KHSU was being 
livestreamed on YouTube. The 
show, North Coast Perspectives, 
was hosted by KEET and fea- 
tured host James Falk talking 
with former KHSU Underwrit- 
er Coordinator Jeff DeMark, 
former KHSU volunteer Jana 
Kirk-Levine and longtime KHSU 
supporter Phil Ricord, who owns 
Wildberries Marketplace.

Dear Chancellor White, 

We are writing today out of grave concern for 
the way our local community radio station, KHSU, 
was shut down and abandoned by Humboldt State’s 
executive leadership. The shutdown occurred on a 
Friday, with police on scene, and zero notice given 
to employees and volunteers who were terminated 
or to the thousands of listeners who depend on the 
station every single day. The way this went down 
was completely avoidable and a slap in the face to 
Humboldt County and the North Coast. 

For generations, the people of Humboldt have 
relied on the dulcet voices of long-experienced local 
broadcasters and first-timers alike. Time and again 
our community rallied around this station to pre- 
serve its mission of being a community gathering 
grounds for diverse voices, debate and the latest 
news from across the North Coast. 

Just last week KHSU concluded a successful com- 
munity fundraising drive, where local businesses 
and residents put their priorities and names on the 
line to support the station and their award winning 
programing. The reckless manner and timing of 
HSU shutting down this amazing station could not 
have been worse and it’s time for the long-term deci- 


sion making by a short-term administration to stop. 

Major decisions made behind closed doors, and 
with zero transparency, simply do not work for this 
community. It hurts the credibility of the University 
and makes everyone’s job harder (especially the in- 
coming President). There was absolutely no reason for 
this situation to unfold as it has and we want it to stop. 

We are formally requesting your office take ac- 
tion on the following: 

Do not make any further moves with KHSU un- 
til the new administration has been installed. Spe- 
cifically, immediately cease any effort to abandon, 
sell, transfer, or contract out KHSU until the new 
administration has reviewed any and all plans. And 
the community must be involved in any future dia- 
logue with the station. KHSU goes far beyond being 
a University asset and should not be evaluated and 
disposed of without community input. 

Require that any further decisions by the next 
administration be made with community transpar- 
ency and respect. 

Transparency is the foundation of any successful 
government. If you lead with openness and respect, 
the community will be with you. 

Thank you for your consideration of this request 
and we look forward to talking with you very soon 
about this important issue.

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KHSU | Administration’s clumsy handling of station purge strongly condemned 
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passed a “sense of the Senate Resolution” rejecting and 
condemning the administration’s action to eliminate KH- 
SU’s staff and local programming. Seven percent of the 
senate opposed the resolution; 18 percent abstained. 

A draft resolution, which was amended, asks California 
State University Chancellor Tim White to reinstate the sta- 
tion’s staff and reverse related budgetary decisions. It fur- 
ther asks that a shared governance process be established 
for future decisions affecting public radio. 

At the request of senators, additional points were added 
opposing sale of station assets, including the music library; 
that access to contributors’ archived work be restored; and 
that the resolution be sent directly to Chancellor White 
and the CSU Board of Trustees. 

Neither President Lisa Rossbacher nor Vice President 
Craig Wruck, who participated in the decision to fire the 
KHSU staff, were present. 

During the 15-minute period set aside for community com- 
ment, Department Chair and Professor John Meyer lament- 
ed that the University Senate, which he called “the primary 
policy recommending policy for the entire university.” 

“As best as I’ve been able to determine, neither you nor 
your leadership were involved with this decision, or consult- 
ed about it, nor even consulted in advance of it,” Meyer said. 

The administration action violated a range of supposed 
core principles, he said. Meyer noted that while the ad- 
ministration cited budgetary pressure as a reason for the 
abrupt changes at the radio station, the University Budget 
and Planning Committee wasn’t consulted either. 

Meyer said the administration’s actions didn’t consid- 
er the university’s Strategic Plan, a principal goal of which 
is to “strengthen partnerships with the local community,” 
“was clearly not a factor in this decision.” 

And while greater student involvement in the station 
was cited as a justification by the administration, it didn’t 
consult with the Journalism and Mass Communication 
Department in formulating the action. 

He said that while the administration may try to spin the 
actions as a misunderstanding and overreaction, “If any of 
this fallout has taken these decisionmakers by surprise, I’d 
argue that this too is a failure to respect the processes of 
shared governance or even minimal consultation.” 

The decision by HSU President Lisa Rossbacher and 
Vice President Craig Wruck, was made, Meyer pointed out, 
“by two individuals who very soon have no decisionmak- 
ing authority or responsibility at this university at all. That 
alone is reason enough to challenge it.” 

James Floss, a lecturer in the Department of Commu- 
nication, was bitter about the scrubbing of contributor’s 
archived work from KHSU’s website. He called that “a ma- 
licious act” and possibly illegal.. 

“What happened was wrong!” Floss said. “Really 
wrong... Harm was done to people who have been a part of 
this university for a very long time.” 


He’d created a body of work around his show, Immigrant 
Voices: Documenting the Undocumented, which he said 
formed his legacy at the university. “I had 18 students work- 
ing on it, so don’t tell me this is about student involvement,” 
he said. “I cost the station nothing with what I was doing.” 

Floss then recited an original poem he’d composed re- 
garding the dismantling of KHSU, titled Radiocide (which 
is readable at madriverunion.com). 

Former KHSU Magazine host Brian Curtis called the sta- 
tion purge “an abrupt and seemingly vindictive decision.” He 
said the station archives are inaccessible to their creators, 
and that station staff can’t get to their personal belongings. 

“What is doubly frustrating is that so much of this seems 
almost punitive in nature,” and that “the staff and volun- 
teers are being punished in a way for the incompetence of 
our leadership.” 

A turning point, he said, was the termination of Opera- 
tions Director Katie Whiteside, which undermined fund- 
raising. “It was cited as though it was our fault... for these 
budget shortcomings,” he said. 

He faulted Rossbacher for sidelining — “attempting to 
silence,” as he put it — the station’s Community Advisory 
Board. That was done by removing meeting notices from 
the KHSU website and not reserving university facilities 
for meeting space as had traditionally been done. 

Curtis noted that the suspension of the CAB came “shortly 
after they'd been taken with coming up with a new Mission 
and Visioning [sic] statement for the station.” He said the ad- 
ministration then cited the CAB’s not working on the state- 
ment had been cited as a “strike against them,” implying that 
it was due to the administration’s CAB-suppressing actions. 

However, the CAB had roundly rejected Wruck’s invita- 
tion to help formulate a Mission and Vision Statement, prior 
to — not after — being disenfranchised by the administration. 

[CAB members have said that the group was internally 
divided over the bid to have it assist with the Mission and 
Vision Statement, and along gender lines. Male members 
were generally in favor of cooperating in the process, while 
female members opposed Wruck’s outreach as insincere. ] 

Curtis also noted that the station purge took place four 
days after the Spring Pledge Drive, after which the univer- 
sity “effectively took the money and ran.” 

He called the actions “a huge breach of trust with the 
community.” 

Former Underwriting Coordinator Jeff DeMark, a 17- 
year KHSU employee, elaborated on the funding situation. 

“It’s been a deep honor to serve the community,” he 
said. “I was thinking it was going to last a little longer, be- 
fore we were so rudely interrupted last week.” 

He said he’d confronted Wruck about accepting pledges 
and then suddenly dismantling the station. “You knew this was 
ending,” he said he asked Wruck. “How do you justify that?” 
He said Wruck told him, “They can ask for their money back.” 
“I said, ‘Well, that is not honest. You know better than that.” 

DeMark said Wruck, who serves as vice president for Ad- 


vancement, is “a national expert on philanthropy.” Philanthro- 
py, he said is “based on mutual trust and personal relation- 
ships,” but that “this has sundered many relationships with 
personal people and underwriters. They're all quitting. What 
can possible happen now but basically to sell the license.” 

He referred to the “lack of community support” cited by 
the administration as a situation it had itself created, be- 
ginning with the termination of Whiteside. “The reason we 
lost community support when they fired Katie, and how it 
was done,” DeMark said. “I lost $45,000 in underwriting 
in the first two months. Then we lost $45,000 to $50,000 
in membership, and it has not gotten better. They have 
made no effort to really bridge this.” 

DeMark said he raised $3.5 million for the station over 
17 years, and that it all went directly into content creation 
for listeners, and “trying to connect communities.” 

Sociology Professor Josh Meisel likened the gutting of 
KHSU to “what Parisians are experiencing — a cultural in- 
stitution burned to the ground.” 

He called the inaccessibility of the station’s archives as 
“shameful.” 

“T am totally ashamed of the decisionmaking process 
and I think we owe it to the community to rebuild,” Meisel 
said. Employees had been “rudely and inhumanely” cut off 
from the work of their careers, and that “essential” com- 
munity trust had been shattered. 

Connie Stewart, executive director of the California Cen- 
ter for Rural Policy, said the KHSU imbroglio is undermin- 
ing her efforts to raise funds for the recently announced 
restoration of HSU’s nursing program. Some of the poten- 
tial funders are among those who have withdrawn support 
for KHSU over the administration’s actions. 

“They're connected,” she said. “It’s rough... This has 
shaken people, and shaken me.” 

Professor of Politics and University Senator Noah 
Zerbe said the administration’s action “flies in the face 
of shared governance.” He said that the closure of the 
university’s football program was the result of a two-year 
process involving conversation, consultation with the 
community. “Even if you disagreed with that decision, at 
least the process was clear,” he said. “No one was sur- 
prised when football was cut... This feels very different to 
me. This feels, “Wait, what?” 

“It really sets back our relationship with the community 
in ways that are incredibly painful,” Zerbe said. “Even in 
the best case, it’s going to take years to recover from.” 

The value of KHSU’s broadcast license is according to 
another speaker, just $100,000 to $250,000. 

After more discussion, the draft resolution was amended 
to urge that archives be restored, that no sale of station as- 
sets be made and that the document be sent immediately to 
CSU Chancellor Tim White and the CSU Board of Trustees.” 

The resolution passed by a 75 percent majority, with the 
final version and individual vote tally released the next day 
(review these documents at madriverunion.com).

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Commission supports leaving Town Center planning to McKinleyville

Humboldt County planning 
commissioners debated aspects of 
a zoning category that will apply 
to McKinleyville’s Town Center 
but agreed to defer to an upcom- 
ing community-driven process. 

Commissioners also voted to 
recommend that a new timber- 
land category not be adopted by 
the Board of Supervisors due to 
doubts about increased residen- 
tial entitlements. 

Those actions stemmed from 
the Planning Commission’s re- 
view of General Plan zoning text 
amendments at its April 18 meet- 
ing. One of the more heavily-dis- 
cussed items was the new Mixed 
Use (MU) zoning for urban areas, 
which will be used in McKin- 
leyville’s planned Town Center. 

The Town Center’s boundaries run 
from Pierson Park to McKinleyville 
Avenue and from Railroad Drive to 
just south of Hiller Road. The center 
also includes the commercial area 
north of Heartwood Drive. 

The MU designation intends to 
create town centers that mix ur- 


ban-scale housing with a variety 
of commercial and business uses 
in a pedestrian-friendly setting. 
Senior Planner Michael Richard- 
son described some of the ways 
that’s done, including using the 
same parking spaces for residen- 
tial use after business hours and 
commercial use during the day. 

But during a public comment 
session, Colin Fiske of the Coali- 
tion for Responsible Transporta- 
tion Priorities said the MU zone’s 
level of parking and setbacks off- 
set its goals. 

“In large part, it would not be 
possible to have a dense and pe- 
destrian-oriented streetscape by 
following these parking and set- 
back standards,” he continued. 
“It would force development to 
be much lower density and more 
car-oriented.” 

McKinleyville resident Bonnie 
McGregor told commissioners 
that developing a town center 
ordinance — a process that’s sup- 
posed to begin this summer — has 
long been considered the mech- 
anism for defining development 
standards. 


She noted that the McKinleyville 
Municipal Advisory Committee 
(McKMAC) has asked the county to 
use the ordinance process for deci- 
sion-making. “People have waited 
22 years for these ordinances to be 
developed and we’re just about to 
get there,” McGregor said. 

Commissioner __ nevertheless 
debated the parking aspect, with 
Richardson noting that some 
cities are “going big” with park- 
ing reductions. “I’m not exactly 
sure what the appropriate fit is in 
McKinleyville — We’re hoping the 
McKMAC will be able to help us 
figure that out,” he said. 

Commissioner Melanie McCa- 
vour said that if alternative trans- 
portation and public transit are to 
be encouraged, then use of cars 
has to be controlled through mea- 
sures such as reducing parking 
opportunities. 

Planning Director John Ford 
said that “if we’re going to engage 
in social engineering, it has to be 
a reduction with a corresponding 
replacement,” such as enhanced 
multi-modal transportation. 

Commissioner Peggy O’Neill, 


a McKinleyville resident, said 
reduced parking “sounds real- 
ly good” but vehicle use has to 
be planned for because McKin- 
leyville exists within a rural area. 
“We're not all going to jump on 
the bus,” she said. 

Commissioner Brian Mitchell, 
also a resident of McKinleyville, said 
various ideas on parking and other 
aspects “can be customized to fit the 
needs of the community” through 
community-based planning. 

Commissioners agreed to rec- 
ommend approval of the MU zon- 
ing text but to allow communities 
to tailor the standards. 

Also reviewed was the new 
Timber-Exclusive (TE) category, 
which would be applied to the 
county’s large volume of lands 
zoned as Unclassified. 

Two issues emerged as problem- 
atic with it — its allowance for single 
family home construction and its 
40-acre minimum parcel size. 

McKinleyville resident Nancy 
Correll said a trend of increased 
fire risk and the impacts of resi- 
dential development make home 
construction questionable. 


“We don’t know what’s it’s go- 
ing to be like out there in the fu- 
ture, whether we're going to have 
more problems with floods or 
with dry seasons and fires,” she 
continued. 

Joyce King, also of McKin- 
leyville, discouraged adoption of the 
TE zone in the face of a “biodiversity 
emergency bearing down on us.” 

Asked how unclassified parcels 
would be zoned if not TE, County 
Planner John Miller said they'd 
be zoned as Agriculture-Exclu- 
sive. That zoning has a 60-acre 
minimum parcel size but would 
allow cannabis cultivation, which 
commissioners are wary of in tim- 
berland areas. 

But they agreed to recommend 
that the Board of Supervisors 
not adopt the TE zoning text. A 
Planned Rural Development zon- 
ing category, which clusters resi- 
dential development to preserve 
greenbelts, was endorsed by com- 
missioners. 

The rezoning hearing will con- 
tinue on May 2, when the Agricul- 
ture-Exclusive and other catego- 
ries will be reviewed.

month, community organiz- 
er Renee Saucedo released a 
statement on it demanding 
Bohn’s resignation. 

A rally preceded the su- 
pervisors meeting and many 
of its participants were in 
board chambers. 

During an open public 
comment session, Saucedo 
warned that use of language 
has social influence. 

“An elected official made 
a joke about Mexicans steal- 
ing hubcaps — reinforcing 
the stereotype that Mexi- 
cans are generally criminals, 
gang members,” she said. 
“Why are comments like 
this exceedingly dangerous, 
supervisors? Because lan- 
guage, especially from pub- 
lic officials, becomes part 
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of the local culture, which 
leads to discriminatory 
practices and policies.” 

Other commenters de- 
scribed Bohn’s jocular al- 
lusion to criminal behavior 
as “extremely divisive,” “ap- 
palling” and “hurtful.” 

Some spoke of the per- 
vasiveness of racism and 
“white privilege.” An Arca- 
ta resident presented Bohn 
with a copy of the book 
White Fragility, whose sub- 
title is “Why it’s so hard for 
white people to talk about 
racism.” 

Other speakers linked the 
situation to what they de- 
scribed as Humboldt’s gen- 
erally racist social environ- 
ment and the unprosecuted 
killing of Humboldt State 
University student Josiah 
Lawson. 

“I come to you right now 
as a black man in Humboldt 
County and there hasn’t 
been a moment where I felt 
safe,” said HSU student Isa- 
iah Alexander. 

He added that to uphold 
standards of integrity and 
character for county leader- 
ship, Bohn should make “a 
very, very, very difficult de- 
cision” and resign. 

“I’m saying that because I 
don’t trust you, I don’t trust 
anyone here,” he continued 
as applause sounded. “I’m 
saying this because this is 
real. People like me are be-

ing attacked, people like me 
are dying and if you're not 
going to do anything about 
it -- then just get out of the 
way.” 

Meg Stofsky, a member 
of the local NAACP branch, 
challenged Bohn to confront 
the import of his remark. 

“You used your white 
privilege, you thought you 
weren't going to be heard 
-- but we’re listening,” she 
said. “We understand where 
that came from, we're in 
a white racist society. We 
can’t help that but we can 
help what’s in our hearts 
and what comes out of our 
mouths.” 

Stofsky invited Bohn 
to join a “white fragility 
group” that meets monthly 
so that he can “come and 
explore how you have been 
infected” and allow his con- 
stituents to have “what they 
need — someone who isn’t 
blatantly racist.” 

Amember of the NAACP’s 
Legal Redress Committee 
that fields reports of dis- 
crimination, Stofsky de- 
scribed Humboldt County 
as “a racist society that lets 
black and brown people die 
on the streets.” 

Kelsey Reedy, who chairs 
the county’s Green Party, 
said that racism holds sway 
in the county, even within 
HSU.

She added, “You didn’t 
take any responsibility and 
you need to own that — re- 
sign or we'll recall you.” 

Bohn is chair of the board 
and as he called on Supervi- 
sor Mike Wilson to intro- 
duce the next agenda item, 
members of the audience 
called out, disappointed that 
there would be no response 
to what they had said. 

Bohn and Wilson ex- 
plained that board com- 
mentary on non-agenda 
items is limited. 

But the explanation fell 
flat and Charmaine Law- 
son, Josiah Lawson’s moth- 
er, stood up and demanded 
that Bohn respond to what 
had been said with a sub- 
stantial apology. 

When Bohn attempted 
to end the exchange by say- 
ing “thank you,” someone 
shouted out, “Stop saying 
thank you, be a human be- 
ing with a heart and soul 
and say youre sorry.” 

“We're adjourned,” 
Bohn. 

After a break, the meet- 
ing reconvened.
